1 . Applicant's proposed amendment and arguments have been considered but are 
not deemed fully persuasive. Applicant's proposed amedment to claim 1 would 
distinguish over the art of record. With respect to claim 14, the excavation fluid is 
described by the word "comprising". Such controls what may be in the total fluid, even 
though applicant uses "consisting of in describing the grout. The claim is thus open to 
any other component including a retarder, and is thus not distinguished from the prior 
art of Cowan, Rae and Hale. Claim 24 is not rejoined, since the the word "comprising" 
is again used, and such does not describe an allowable composition therein.
